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PREFACE 


This summary of provincial agricultural legislation in Ontario 
replaces earlier reference papers on the same subject issued by the 
Canada Department of Agriculture between 1952 and 1960. The present 
work includes provincial legislation on the statute books at December 31, 
1966. 


Statutes of the province of Ontario which directly or indirectly 
bear upon agriculture, together with amendments, are classified 
according to subject matter and summarized briefly. These summaries 
have been written in non-legal, non-technical language. They are not 
intended to be read as substitutes for the statutes themselves.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND FOOD ACT, R.-S.O. 1960, c-92. Amendments, 
CeO mot ss Ge 1s 1965, Ce. 2/8 19665. Ce 39 


The Minister of Agriculture and Food has direction and control of 
the administration of the law relating to agriculture in all its branches, 
of the administration of appropriations under the Department of Agri- 
culture and Food, and such other functions, duties and powers as may be 
assigned to him by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


Upon the recommendation of the Minister, the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may establish programs for the encouragement of any branch of 
agriculture or foode A program may determine the conditions under which 
services are provided by the Department and expenses allowed or grants 
payable, and may require that fees be paid by persons engaged in the 
branch of agriculture or food to which the program applies and may fix 
the amount of such fees. 


The Act also states that any municipality may make grants to a 
veterinary fund administered by a veterinary agricultural committee 
established in conjunction with a program to provide for veterinary 
servicese Upon the recommendation of the Minister, the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may guarantee the payment of loans to farmers for 
the purpose of paying the costs of purchasing or transporting water; 
for the purchase of hay and feed grain when occasioned through drought 
or army worm infestation, and for purchasing seed, plants, insecticide 
and herbicide materials, agricultural lime or fertilizer when crop losses 
have been incurred by adverse weather. 


PRODUCTION 
(a) General 
DAMAGE BY FUMES ARBITRATION ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 86. 


This Act provides for the appointment of an arbitrator to investigate 
and assess damage to crops, trees and other vegetation because of 
sulphur fumes arising from the smelting or roasting of nickel-copper ore 
or iron ore, or from the treatment of sulphides for the production of 
sulphur or sulphuric acid for commercial purposes. The Act specifies 
how notice of damage should be given, how the arbitrator is to perform 
his duties, what is to be the effect of the arbitrator's award and how 
appeals from his decisions may be made. 
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GAME AND FISH ACT, S.O. 1961-62, c-48- Amendments, S.O- 1962-63, c.483 
1964, ce 343 1966, c- 60- 


Section 54 of this Act provides that a farmer or any of his family 
residing with him on his lands does not need a licence to hunt or trap 
fur-bearing animals, birds or other animals, except caribou; deer or 
moose, during the open seasons. A farmer may, without a licence, also 
sell any fur-bearing animals hunted or trapped, or their pelts, but is 
required to keep records and make returns concerning such activities. 


Except under the authority of a licence, no person shall propagate 
a fur-bearing animal or possess a fur-bearing animal for propagation, 
and no one who has taken or killed a fur-bearing animal shall allow the 
pelt to be destroyed or spoiled. 


No person shall keep live game or awolf in captivity for more than 
10 days, unless authorized by licence. Licences may be issued by the 
Minister of Lands and Forests to hunt wolves from an aircraft or a 
vehicle. 


The Minister may receive and take any property for the management, 
perpetuation and rehabilitation of the Province's wildlife resources, or 
may enter into agreements with the owners of lands for the management 
of such lands for these purposes. 


LiGHTNING RODS ACT, R.S.O. 1960, ce 213- Amendments, SO. 1960-61, c. 46. 


The Act requires sellers of lightning rods to be licensed by the 
Fire Marshal and the Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations 
prescribing minimum standards for lightning rods, governing the manner 
of their installation and designating the classes of buildings to which 
this Act shall not apply- Every person who installs lightning rods must 
make a certificate of installation upon completion of the work and 
present it for the signature of the owner of the property or his agent. 
The matter to be included in the certificate is specified. 


Where the Fire Marshal refuses to issue a licence or suspends 
or revokes a licence under this Act, he shall send notice of such action 
to the applicant or licensee. An appeal against this action may be made 
within 10 days and the judge of the county or district shall rule as 
he deems proper after a hearing. 


KURAL HYDRO-ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION ACT, R-S.O- 1960, c. 356. 


Upon the recommendation of the Hydro-Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario and the order of the Lieutenant Gvernor in Council, the 
Treasurer of Ontario may pay to any corporation or municipal commission 
distributing power in a rural power district a grant not exceeding 50 
per cent of the capital cost of acquiring and constructing lands and 
works for the supply of power. it may also grant to a township or an 
urban municipality supplying power in an adjoining township or in a rural 
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power district under the Public Utilities Act or any other general or 
special Act a sum not exceeding 50 per cent of the capital cost of 
constructing or erecting in such adjoining township or rural power 
district primary transmission lines and cables, service transformers, 
meters and secondary lines for the delivery of power in such adjoining 
township or in the rural power district. 


RURAL POWER DISTRICT LOANS ACT, R-S.O- 19605 ce 357. 


A fund not exceeding $2 million is established out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund to provide advances towards the installation 
of electrical services in rural power districts.e The advances may be 
made to property owners to pay for wiring from transmission or 
distribution lines into dwellings, barns and outhouses and for trans- 
formers, motors and other appliances necessary for industrial, agri- 
cultural or domestic purposese An advance shall not exceed $1,000 to 
any one owner and shall be repayable within 20 years. 


(b) Crops 


ABANDONED ORCHARDS ACT, S.O- 1966, ce l. 


Under this Act, an abandoned orchard means (1) an orchard the 
fruit of which has not been produced for sale for human consumption for 
two consecutive growing seasons, and (2) an orchard that has been 
designated by a certificate of the Provincial Entomologist for Orchards 
as a neglected orchard. 


The Act applies to orchards any part of which is closer than 300 
yards to an orchard that is used for the commercial production of fruit. 
The Provincial Entomologist, or an inspector, is empowered to enter, 
between sunrise and sunset, any orchard or any premises in which there 
is believed to be an orchard for the purpose of making an inspection. 


Every person who is the owner of an abandoned orchard shall destroy 
all fruit trees in the orchards and such other trees, shrubs or vines 
in the orchard as may be designated. Penalties are provided for non- 
compliance with the Act. 


CROP INSURANCE ACT (ONTARIO), SO. 1966, c. 34. 


The Act establishes the Crop Insurance Commission of Ontario, 
consisting of not less than five members appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. The Commission is empowered to administer plans 
for crop insurance; to conduct surveys and research programs relating 
to crop insurance; to evaluate losses and pay claims under crop insurance 
plans; to collect premiums, adjust claims and enter into agreements, or 
retain persons, to solicit or receive applications for insurances; to 
reinsure risks; to require applicants or insured persons to provide 
information, statements and reports, and similar matters. 
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Subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, the 
Commission may make regulations establishing, amending and revoking 
voluntary plans for the insurance within Ontario of insurable crops and 
governing the terms and conditions of insurance under any plan. The 
Lieutenant Governor in Council may also designate any crop as an 
insurable crop; provide for the appointment of arbitrators or boards of 
arbitration, and for the practice and procedure relating thereto, 
including the arbitration of disputes arising out of the adjustment of 
losses, and respecting any other matter deemed necessary or advisable. 


The Commission is to set up and maintain a fund, known as the 
Ontario Crop Insurance Fund, to which shall be credited moneys received 
by the Commission and out of which Claim payments, re-insurance premiums 
and repayment of advances from the Consolidated Revenue Fund shall be 
made. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Food may, with the approval of the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council, enter into an agreement with the Govern- 
ment of Canada as provided in the Crop Insurance Act (Canada), and no 
crop insurance plan shall be established in the Province unless such an 
agreement has been concluded. 

PLANT DISEASES ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 297. Amendments, S.O. 1964, c. 913 
L966igi' Can Le 


Persons operating nurseries and dealers in nursery stock must be 
licensed and no such person may ship, transport, sell, offer for sale 
or have in his possession any plant having a plant disease. A Director 
may be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council to administer and 
enforce this Act and also a Provincial Entomologist and one or more 
inspectors who shall carry out the duties assigned to them by this Act, 
the regulations or the Director. The council of any municipality may by 
by-law designate any disease or injury of plants, whether or not 
designated a plant disease in the regulations; appoint 
one or More municipal inspectors to enforce the law, and provide for 
the control or eradication of any designated plant disease. The powers 
and duties of inspectors appointed under the Act include the entry of 
premises and vehicles, disinfection of plants, vehicles, premises, or 
containers; the destruction of plants, and prohibition to grow certain 
plants. The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations 
designating plant diseases within the meaning of this Act; providing 
for the establishment of plant disease control areas; for the control or 
eradication of any plant disease in any area; for the issue of 
certificates as to the freedom from any plant disease of plants grown 
in any nursery, farm, garden, orchard or other place, or kept upon any 
premises of a dealer in nursery stock; for provincial grants to 
reimburse in part any municipality for its expenses incurred under the 
Act, and regarding similar matters.

SEED POTATOES ACT, R.S.O- 1960, c. 367. Amendment, S.0. 1965, c. 121. 


Upon receipt of a proper petition of more than 80 per cent of 
potato growers in any part of a township, the township council shall 
prescribe that part as a seed potato restricted area. The council must 
appoint one or more inspectors in the area to enforce the provisions 
of this Act. A seed potato restricted area may also be formed by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council in territory without municipal organization, 
on receipt of a petition of more than 80 per cent of all growers in the 
area concerned. After the establishment of the restricted area, no 
grower may plant any seed potatoes other than those prescribed by the 
regulations and no person may move into the area any kind or grade of 
potatoes without a permit from the inspector, or any container that has 
been used for potatoes or that is infected with any potato disease. All 
potatoes moved out of a restricted area must be in new containers. 
Provision is made for annual disinfection of storages, containers and 
machinery used for potatoes, and inspection of potato fields. No person 
is permitted to move from one farm to another within the area, any 
potatoes infected with bacterial ring rot. The Lieutenant Gvernor in 
Council may make regulations prescribing the kinds and grades of 
potatoes which may be planted in a restricted area, the duties of 
inspectors, defining or exempting various classes of persons under the 
Act, and providing for provincial grants to reimburse townships for 
expenses incurred under this Act. 


THRESHING MACHINES ACT, ReSeO- 1960, c. 3976 


This Act provides for various protective devices on threshing 
machines, wood sawing and other machines in order to prevent injury to 
persons passing over or associated with the operation of such machinery. 


No action shall be maintained, nor legal liability exist, for 
services rendered by or with any sucii machine where the provisions of 
the Act have not been complied with. 


WEED CONTROL ACT, R.S-O5 1960, ce 427. Amendments, S.O- 1965, c. 1413 
1966, ce 160- 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may designate plants as noxious 
weeds, generally or in respect of any municipality. Every person in 
possession of land shall destroy all noxious weeds thereon. The same 
duty devolves upon every road authority. The council of every county, 
city, separated town and municipality in a territorial district must 
appoint one or more weed inspectors who have power to enter, between 
sunrise and sunset, upon land and buildings, other than dwelling houses, 
and inspect land, buildings, machinery, implements, vehicles, crops and 
other plants. Where inspectors find noxious weeds or weed seeds on land 
in the area within their jurisdiction, they may order the persons in 
possession of the land to destroy the noxious weeds or weed seeds, and 
persons in possession of the land shall comply with the order. if the 
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order is not obeyed, the council, after publication of a notice, may 
direct its inspectors to cause the noxious weeds or weed seeds to be 
destroyed, and may collect the costs incurred from the possessor or 
owner of the land. if the latter refuses or fails to pay within 15 days, 
the amount may be collected by the municipality in the same manner as 
taxese The Act also deals with the maintenance of threshing, seed- 
cleaning and similar machines and with grain elevators, grist mills, 
flour mills and similar establishments, to prevent weed seed from 

growing and spreading. No person may operate a seed-cleaning plant 
without a licence issued by the Minister of Agriculture and Food. 


(c) Livestock 


ARTI EIGAG INSEMINATAONVOFR CAIMLE ACT, S.0. 1962-637 c. 5. 
Amendment, S-O. 19665 Ce Qe 


The Live Stock Commissioner shall be responsible to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food for the administration of this Act. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may appoint an Artificial Insemination of Cattle 
Advisory Committee, consisting of not more than three persons, to advise 
tne Minister and Commissionere The Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
also make regulations prescribing the duties of the Committee; providing 
for the issue, renewal or cancellation of licences to engage in an 
artificial inseminating business; prescribing requirements and minimum 
standards for any semen-producing or inseminating business, and the places 
and conditions whereby semen may be frozen or stored; the qualifications 
and duties of inseminators, and the powers and duties of inspectors who 
may be appointed to carry out and enforce the Act; providing for grants 
to semen-producing and inseminating businesses, and requiring records to 
be kept and information furnished by such businesses and by inseminators. 
No person shall use semen for artificial insemination other than that 
purchased or acquired from a licensed semen-producing business. 


BEES ACT, Reisen 1960, Ce Sale Amendments , SAGs 1961-62, Ce 83 
19655 Ce 8. 


This Act deals with the ownership of swarms of bees that enter 
the premises of another person; provides for the appointment of a 
Provincial Apiarist and other officers including inspectors to administer 
and enforce the Act; requires the disinfection or destruction of diseased 
bees and their hives and equipment on order of an inspector;provides for 
the quarantine of bees in any area, and requires beekeepers to obtain 
permits for the sale or removal of bees (with certain exceptions) and to 
receive or transport bees obtained outside Ontario. The Act also 
prohibits the spraying of fruit trees during the period they are in 
bloom with a substance injurious to bees, and forbids the location in 
any non-urban district of hives containing bees within 30 feet of a 
highway, dwelling or cultivated field unless separated from such property 
by a hedge or solid fence at least seven feet high and extending at least 
15 feet from the hives in both direction, or within 100 feet of any 
dwelling or other frequented property in an urban municipality or sub- 
urban district. 


BRUCELLOSIS ACT, S.O5. 1965, ce 10. 


Provision is made for the appointment of inspectors to enforce the 
Act, and of registered veterinarians and veterinarians' assistants to 
undertake the vaccination of cattle against brucellosis. For the purpose 
of carrying out their respective duties, a veterinarian or inspector may 
enter any premises or building, other than a dwelling house, at any time 
between sunrise and sunset, and no person shall hinder them in the course 
of their duties or furnish them with false information. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may make regulations prescribing the vaccine, the 
method to be used in calf vaccination and the age limits for vaccination; 
providing for a means of identification of a calf after vaccination; for 
the remuneration of veterinarians, and other related matters. 


DEAD ANIMAL DISPOSAL ACT, ReSeO. 19605 co 88. Amendments, S.O. 1961-62, 
Coos 1965, (Ce. 25 


The Act provides for and requires the licensing by the Director of 
the Veterinary Services Branch of the Department of Agriculture and Food 
of persons engaged in the business of collecting dead and fallen animals, 
attaches certain conditions to such licences, requires the keeping of 
records and provides for inspectors to enforce the Act and regulations 
made under ite Owners of dead and fallen animals are required to dispose 
of them within 48 hours of their death, either by burial or through the 
services of a person licensed under the Act. The slaughter (for the 
purpose of processing into food for human consumption) of any animal 
at a receiving plant or rendering plant is prohibited and collector's 
licences are subject to the condition that the collector's business have 
no relationship with any business in respect of the slaughtering of 
animals or the processing and sale of meat for human consumption. 


DOG TAX AND LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY PROTECTION ACT, R.S.0O. 1960, celll. 
Amendments! "SO. 1965, €s' 33 


Provision is made in this Act for the taxing of dogs by municipal- 
ities. When such a tax has been demanded and not paid, a magistrate may 
order the dog in question to be destroyed, unless the tax and costs are 
paid by the owner within a specified time. Every dog that is taxed in 
a municipality must wear a securely affixed tag which must be renewed 
each yeare By-laws may be passed by local municipalities for licensing, 
requiring the registration of dogs and imposing a licence fee. Councils 
of towns, townships, villages and cities may also pass by-laws prohibiting 
or regulating the running at large of dogs in the municipality or any 
defined area thereof, and for seizing, impounding and killing or selling 
such dogse 


Any person may kill a dog that is found killing or injuring livestock 
or poultry; straying from the premises where it is habitually kept, 
between sunset and sunrise, in a township or village; or straying at any 
time upon premises where livestock or poultry are habitually kept. Except 
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where livestock or poultry are running at large, or the weight of poultry 
killed is less than 50 lbs., the municipality in which the kiiling or 
injuring occurred is liable to the owner of the livestock for the amount 
of damage assessed by any valuer of livestock appointed under the Act. 

No valuer shall, however, make an award in excess of $250 a head of cattle, 
$100 a head of sheep, $100 a goat, $100 a head of swine and $1,000 to any 
one owner of poultry in any year. A municipality which has compensated 
an owner of livestock is entitled to recover the amount so paid from the 
owner of the dog responsible for the damage. Where livestock are killed 
or injured in territory without municipal Organization, the owner of 

the dog is liable to the owner of the livestock for the amount of the 
damage. 


HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT ACT, R.«SeO. 1960, c. 171. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, 
Ce 333-1961-62 > (Ce 513196263, ce 553 1964, c. 373, 1065, cal 4a. 


The Minister of Highways or any person authorized by him may, with- 
out the consent of the owner, enter upon, use or alter any land. Land 
may be expropriated by the Minister for the purposes of this Act. Where 
the above powers have been exercised, notice shall be given to the owner 
within 60 days of such action, limiting to six months the period within 
which the owner must file a claim for compensation. Disputes arising in 
connection with this Act may be taken to the Ontario Municipal Board and, 
if necessary, to the Court of Appeal. Persons permitting horses, cattle, 
swine, sheep or goats to run at large on the King's Highway are guilty 
of an offence under this Acte The subsection, however, does not create 
any Civil liability on the part of the owner of any such animal for 
damage caused to the property of others as a result of the animal running 
at large on the highway. 


No person may construct any private road, entrance way, gate or 
other structure or facility as a means of access to the King's Highway, 
other than a controlled access highway, except in accordance with the 
conditions of a permit issued by the Minister. 


The Minister may authorize any person to enter upon any land 
adjacent to the King's Highway for the purpose of erecting and maintaining 
snow fences. Penalties are provided in the Act for persons who remove or 
interfere with snow fences so erected. 


HUNTER DAMAGE COMPENSATION ACT, S.O. 1962 =63'5. Ce 60. 


Provision is made, in the case where death or injury is caused to 
livestock by a hunter, for the person who would have a cause of action 
against the hunter applying for and receiving compensation from the 
Minister of Agriculture and Food in such amount as the Minister deems 
reasonable, but not exceeding the market value of the livestock. Where 
compensation is paid the Minister is subrogated to the right of the 
person to whom payment is made. 
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INJURED ANIMALS ACT, ReSeO. 1960, co 188. 


Where a horse is found so severely injured that it would be 
considered cruel to allow it to live, a constable or inspector of a 
humane society, with the approval of a veterinary surgeon or, if one is 
not available, upon the signed statement of two reputable citizens, may 
kill the animal, even if the owner refuses his consent. The same 
procedure is to be followed where a horse is abandoned or left to die 
in a street or other public place. Where any large animal such as a 
horse, cow, sheep or hog is severely injured by any railway engine or 
train, the conductor of the train shall report the occurrence to the 
nearest station agent who shall notify the owner, if possible, and the 
nearest constable, who shall proceed as outlined above. 


LIVE STOCK BRANDING ACT, ReSeO- 1960; Ceo 220. 


No person may brand livestock except with a brand allotted by the 
Minister of Agriculture and Food and to which he is entitled under this 
Actes The recording, renewal and transfer of brands are dealt with in 
the Act, which also states that the Live Stock Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Food shall record brands and may publish lists 
of brands. Penalties are provided for violations of the Act and a 
schedule of feesis appended. 


LIVE STOCK COMMUNITY SALES ACT, R.eS.O0. 1960, ce 221. Amendment, 
S.0s 1965 , Ce O06 


This Act concerns the operation of community livestock sales other 
than those operated by the Ontario Stock Yards Board and those by a 
local board or marketing agency under the Farm Products Marketing Act. It 
provides for the licensing of such sales, the appointment of veterinarians 
to examine the livestock and sets forth the requirements for premises. 
The operator of such a sale must keep accurate records of the sale 
transactions and every person shall produce any books, records or other 
documents relating to livestock assembled or sold, when required by the 
Director, Veterinary Services Branch or an inspector; failure to do s0 
renders a person liable to a fine. The Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may make regulations concerning the issuance of licences, disease 
control or any other matter necessary to effectively carry out the Act. 


MEAT INSPECTION ACT (ONTARIO) , S.0. 1962-63, ce78- Amendment, S-O- 1965, 
OA Gish 


The Act requires the prior inspection by an inspector appointed 
under the Act, of all animals slaughtered for the purpose of processing 
meat into food for human consumption. Plants for the slaughtering of 
animals (except those operating under the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) ) 
are required to be licensed by the Director of the Veterinary Services 
Branch of the Department of Agriculture and Food, who may; after a 
hearing, refuse to issue a licence for any reason that he deems proper, 
and whose decision may be appealed to the Minister of Agriculture and 
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Foode The sale, transport or delivery of meat is prohibited except where 
the animal,from which the meat was obtained, was inspected by an inspectors 
slaughtered at a plant that complies with the Act and regulations (or 

operates under the Meat Inspection Act (Canada)) and is stamped or labelled 
as required by the regulations. 


Provision is made in the Act for the Minister entering into agree- 
ments with the Government of Canada or agencies thereof providing for the 
performance by the Governmant of Canada on behalf of the Government of 
Ontario, of functions and services under the Act and the payment of money 
therefor. Medical Officers of Health are made, ex officio, inspectors 
under the Act and the Lieutenant Governor in Council is empowered to make 
regulations providing for the issue, renewal, suspension or revocation 
of licences and prescribing fees therefor; prescribing conditions for 
licensing; prescribing powers and duties of inspectors; respecting the 
facilities and equipment to be provided at plants; prescribing the keeping 
of records, the stamping or labelling of meat and numerous other related 
matters. 


POUNDS ACT, ReSeO's 19605 Ce 2996 


The owner or occupant of land is responsible for any damage caused 
by any animal under his charge as though such animal were his own 
property. Where there is no by-law in a provisional judicial district 
against animals running at large, damages are not recoverable in respect 
of injuries inflicted by horses, cattle, sheep or swine straying on land 
unless the animals have broken through or jumped over a fence that is in 
good repair and four and one-half feet high, though this does not apply 
to breachy or unruly animals. No bull over the age of 10 months nor any 
swine may be allowed to run at large in any district not included in an 
organized municipality. This Act applies in cities, towns, townships 
and villages, except as it is varied by any by-law passed under the 
Municipal Act, Section 379, subsection 1, paragraphs 3 to 6- The Act 
states the types of animals that may be impounded and the conditions under 
which such action can be taken, the procedure to be followed in recovering 
impounded animals and the duties of pound keepers. It also provides for 
fence viewers to appraise damage caused by straying ‘poumats and to determine 
whether fences are lawful. 


PUBLIC HEALTH ACT, ReSeO-« 1960, ce 321. Amendments, S.O. 1961-61, c. 803 
1961-62, ce 1153 1962-63, ce. 1133 1964, ce 943 1965, cw. 1063 1966, c. 125. 


The Minister of Health, with the approval of the Lieutenant Gvernor 
in Council, may make regulations concerning the pasteurization of milk 
and prescribing the conditions under which a certificate of approval may 
be issued to any plant in which milk is pasteurized or milk products are 
prepared, as well as for courses of instruction and the qualifications 
and duties of food and dairy inspectors. 
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A food and dairy inspector, or other approved and competent person, 
may inspect, periodically or otherwise, all dairies, cheese factories, 
creameries, dairy farms, slaughter-houses and other land or premises on 
which any product for human consumption is made, handled, stored,processed, 
packed, bottled, distributed or delivered, and may order any improvements 
deemed necessary for public health purposes. Where any products are sold 
outside the municipality in which the land or premises is situated, the 
medical officer of health may prohibit or regulate the distribution, 
delivery or sale of such productse Inspection may also be made at all 
reasonable times of any animal, carcass, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, 
vegetables, grain, bread, flour, milk or other article exposed for sale. 
Every slaughter-house, abattoir, cattle-yard and pen shall be constructed, 
equipped and controlled as required by the regulations, in addition to 
being subject to inspection. Meat packing establishments may also be 
inspected in the same manner as municipal slaughter-houses or abattoirs. 
Any attempt to obstruct or hinder persons carrying out their duties under 
the Act is a punishable offence, and such persons may call for the 
assistance of any constable. 


VETERINARIANS ACT, ReSeO-. 1960; ce 416. 


The Ontario Veterinary Association is a corporation with power to 
acquire, lease, mortgage or sell property. Composition of the Association 
council, election of members of council and the appointment of éfficers 
are outlined. The Council may pass by-laws regarding the management of 
the Association and conduct of its affairs, including the fixing of fees. 


No: person, other than a graduate in veterinary science of a college 
or university recognized by the council, may use the title "Veterinary", 
"Veterinarian" or "Veterinary Surgeon", and no person shall practise 
veterinary science unless he is registered. 


Eligibility for registration requires graduation in veterinary 
science from the University of Toronto or a veterinary college or 
university recognized by the council, or possession of a certificate from 
the Minister of Agriculture and Food issued under the Veterinary Science 
Practice Act, 1920 or 1927. 


Registration fees, powers of the council, offences, suspensions 
and fines are also described. 


WARBLE FLY CONTROL ACT, ReS.O- 1960, ceo 422. 


Upon receipt of a petition signed by more than two-thirds of the 
Cattle owners in a municipality, the council thereof must pass a by-law 
requiring that all cattle in the municipality be treated for warble fly. 
The council must appoint one or more inspectors to enforce the by-law 
and may purchase equipment and material for the treatment of cattle. 
Where a cattle owner does not treat his cattle or the treatment is not 
effective, the inspector may cause the cattle to be treated and charge 
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the expense to the owner. The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make 
regulations defining the methods of treatment, designating the ingredients 
to be used, providing for the instruction of inspectors and prescribing 
their duties, and providing for grants to be made by the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food to reimburse municipalities for expenses they have 
incurred under this Acte 


WOLE AND BEAR BOUNTY ACT, 1960, ce 434. 


This Act prescribes the conditions under which bounties may be paid 
for the killing of wolves and bears, the proof of killing required of 
the applicant, the disposal of the skins and similar matters. The Act 
also requires persons who are in possession or control of live wolves 
or bears to obtain a permit from the Minister of Lands and Forests to 
keep them in captivity. 


LAND POLICY 


(a) Development, conservation, drainage and irrigation 


CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES ACT, ReS-O. 1960, c. 62. Amendments, S.O- 1960- 
61, c» 103 1961-62, c. 16371962-63, c. 203 1966,,c¢~ 22. 


This Act describes how a conservation authority may be established 
by request of the councils of any two or more municipalities wholly or 
partly within a watershed (an area drained by a river and its tributaries) 
to carry out a scheme for the conservation, restoration and development 
of natural resources (other than gas, oil, coal and minerals) and the 
control of water in order to prevent floods and pollution. Each conservation 
authority shall be a body corporate with borrowing power. The Act deals 
with membership of the authority, its constitution, powers and duties. 


Subject to the approval of the Minister responsible for administering 

this Act, an authority may make regulations restricting and regulating 

the use of water and regulating the location of ponds used as a source of 
water for irrigation. These regulations, however, shall not limit the 

use of water for domestic or live stock purposese An authority also has 
power to enter upon any land to survey and take levels of its, and for 
borings or sinking trial pits. With the approval of the Minister, the 
course of any river, canal, brook, stream or watercourse may be diverted 
or altered, as also may be the position of any water—pipe, sewer or drain. 


DRAINAGE ACT, SeO. 1962-63, ce 39. Amendments, S.O. 1965, ce. 34; 
1966, Ce 47. 


Where it is necessary, for the proper drainage of any agricultural 
land, that a drainage works be constructed thereon and through the land 
of one or more adjacent owners, such work may be undertaken up to a total 
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cost of $2,500 and provided the land to be drained lies within 150 rods 
from the sides of the drainage works and 150 rods from the point of 
commencement of the works. Upon the requisition of an owner of land 
requiring drainage, the council of the local municipality concerned shall 
appoint an engineer to report on the need for such drainage, its value 

to the land to be served, the amount that should be paid to each owner 
of land that would be damaged by the works, the estimated cost, and the 
amount that should be assessed against every parcel of land for benefit, 
outlet liability and injuring liability. 


The Act also provides for the construction of drainage works on 
petition subject to certain conditions, for interprovincial drainage 
works and the sharing of costs between the provinces and payments from 
local municipalities. 


Grants may be made under the Act in respect of the cost of a 
drainage works, including all embanking and pumping machinery installed, 
that drains agricultural lands. Except in the case of contributions by 
the Government of Canada under the Agricultural Rehabilitation and 
Development Act (Canada), any grant that is payable to an initiating 
municipality with respect to a drainage works shall be deducted from the 
cost thereof. 


FIRE GUARDIANS pct, R.S.0. 1960, c. 147. 


A township council may, by by-law, provide that the period April 1 
to October 31 in any year be one within which no person, without having 
first obtained permission from a fire guardian, shall set out fire or 
set fire to any brush heap or other combustible material in any field, 
clearance or place in such township where the fire would be likely to 
spread. 


PUBLIC LANDS ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 324. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, c. 81; 
L9G1=G2 59 Cri Pits B1962668 5 icirnbl4s 1965, 66s 6108351966506 5127¢ 


The Minister of Lands and Forests is given the power of managing, 
selling and disposing of the public lands and forests. The Act describes 
how grants, sales and licences of occupation are to be handled, how 
free grants may be made to former members of the Forces who are actual 
settlers and the terms that must accompany such grants. The Act also 
deals with reservations to the Crown of mineral, timber and water 
rights in public lands and the altering or amending of plans necessitated 
by errors in determining boundaries in the original survey. When an 
application to purchase is received for public lands not yet surveyed, 
the Surveyor-General may require a survey to be mace at the expense of 
the applicant, before completing the sale. 


When a person has been in actual possession of public lands by 
himself or throuqihis predecessors for more than 60 years, the Minister 
May cause a quit claim to be issued. The price to be paid and the terms 
and conditions of such a transaction will be set down by the Minister. 
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Subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Gounei lie tne 
Minister may appoint a Public Agricultural Lands Committee, consisting 
of a chairman and other members, to recommend areas that are suitable for 
sale or other disposition for agricultural purposes and development 
measures for such areas, and to consider applications to acquire lands for 
agricultural purposes in any such areas The Minister may thereupon 
designate suitable areas, and enter into agreements for the disposition 
of such lands at prices or rentals, and subject to such terms and 
conditions, as he may determine. 


RURAL HOUSING ASSISTANCE ACT, ReSeO. 1960, c. 355. 


The Rural Housing Finance Corporation is incorporated under the 
Corporations Act to lend and invest money on mortgage of real estate to 
provide financial assistance in the building of houses in rural villages 
and hamlets and in other rural areas. The Corporation may issue bonds, 
debentures or debenture stock which may be purchased by or guaranteed 
by the province. The Corporation may exercise its lending power 
independently or in co-operation with the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation under the National Housing Act (Canada), or with any 
corporation incorporated for similar purposes. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may also advance or lend moneys 
to the Corporation for its purposes, from the Consolidated Revenue Funde 


SETTLERS' PULPWOOD PROTECTION ACT, R.~S.O. 1960, ce 370. 


Under this Act a "settler" is a bona fide settleroccupying lands 
under the Public Lands Act or engaged in agricultural pursuits involving 
the clearing and cultivation of land. The Lieutenant, Governor in Council 
may make regulations governing the sale and supply to any company of 
pulpwood cut by any settler or cut from his lands, fixing the kinds and 
quantities of pulpwood which may be purchased by any company within a 
period and fixing the prices to be paid by any company to any settler 
for pulpwood cut on settlers' lands, and controlling the method of 
measuring the pulpwood. 


The Minister of Lands and Forests, or any officer of his Department 
on the Minister's instructions, may investigate the prices received and 
the terms and conditions with respect to the sale, disposal or transfer 
of pulpwood cut on settlers' lands. 


TILE DRAINAGE ACT, ReS.O. 1960, c. 399. Amendments, SO. 1961-62, c. 1383 
1966, c. 155. 


Within certain limits, a town, village or township may borrow money 
by the issue of debentures, and lend the money so borrowed for the purpose 
of tile, stone or timber drainage for a term of 10 years in sums of $100 
or multiples thereof to persons entitled to borrow. Participation by a 
member of a municipal council in a loan under this Act does not disqualify 
such person from being a member of council, but no member shall vote on 
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any question affecting an application for a loan in which he has an 
interest. The amount loaned to any one person may not exceed 75 per cent 
of the total cost of the works A council borrowing money under this Act 
must employ a competent inspector of drainage who must report to council 
on the completion to his satisfaction of any drainage work under his 
chargee The Act describes how applications for drainage loans are to be 
made, how the council shall levy the special rate on borrowers sufficient 
to recover the principal and interest, and the method of collecting arrears 
of rates. The Treasurer of Ontario may acquire and hold debentures issued 
under this Act to an extent not exceeding $10 million at any time, and 
paid for from the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


VACANT LAND CULTIVATION ACT, R.S.O. 1960, ce. 41l. 


The councils of local municipalities may pass by-laws for granting 
permits to enable persons to use any vacant land in the municipality for 
cultivation purposes only. A council shall not issue a permit if the 
owner shows to the council's satisfaction that he requires the land during 
the current year for building or manufacturing or other revenue producing 
purposese No compensation shall be paid to any owner or other person 
interested in such land on account of the exercise of the powers conferred 
by this Act. 


Provision is made for a council to pay compensation to the holder 
of a permit revoked by it, because of the immediate need of the owner to 
use it for building, manufacturing or other revenue=producing purposes, 
not exceeding $50 in the case of any one permit. 


(b) Tenure and Assessment 


ASSESSMENT ACT R.S.O. 1960, c. 23. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, c. 43 
WIC l=O2y ah 65) 1902-685 Cag 73nl9O4 cs 43° 19655 cs 63, 1966,,ce 10. 


All real property in Ontario is liable to assessment and taxation, 
subject to certain exemptions. Among the exemptions are all machinery 
and equipment used for manufacturing or farming (other than that used 
for lighting, heating or other building purposes, the production of 
power for sale, or machinery owned or operated by a transportation system); 
industrial farms; the property of agricultural or horticultural societies 
or associations (including rental property); and land used for forestry 
purposes, in the ratio of one acre so used for every 10 acres of a farm 
in one municipality under a single ownership, of which not more than 20 
acres shall be exempt from property taxation. 


No person occupying or using land as a farm, market garden or 
nursery; for keeping bees for the production of honey, or for raising 
animals for the production of fur is liable to business assessment in 
‘respect of such land. Land shall be assessed at its actual value. In 
ascertaining the sale value of farm lands used only for farm purposes, 
including the residences of the owner and employees thereon, consideration 
shall be given to the sale value of such lands and buildings for farming 
purposes only. 
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Every assessor, courts of revision member, county court judge, 
Ontario Municipal Board member and official of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs shall at all reasonable times and upon reasonable 
request be given free access to all land and parts of every building, 
structure, machinery and fixture for the purpose of making a proper 
assessment thereof. 


Provision is made for municipalities to exempt in whole or in 
part, farm lands in blocks of five acres or more from taxation for 
municipal expenditures for certain public improvements, such as side- 
walks and sewers, which do not benefit such lands to as great an extent 
as other lands in the municipality generally. The Act also provides for 
entry on the assessment roll of farmers' sons, daughters and sisters 
under certain conditions so as to qualify them to vote at municipal 
elections. 


BAIL ACT, R.S.O. 19605 ce. 28. 


Where a person has been committed for trial and is admitted to 
bail, the Crown Attorney may send a certificate of lien to the sheriff 
of the county in which the land described in the lien is situated. The 
sheriff shall endorse the certificate, record the name of the surety shown 
on the certificate, and forward a copy of the certificate to the land 
titles office for their record. Upon the filing of the original 
certificate, the Crown is given an immediate lien against the property 
for the amount of the baile When the bail is discharged, a certificate 
of discharge clears the land of any lien taken to secure it. 


CERTIFICATION OF TITLES ACT, ReS.O. 1960, co. 48- Amendments, S.O- 1961-62, 
Ce 133 1965, Cerelos 


The owner of an estate in fee simple in land under this Act may 
apply to the director of titles to have the title investigated and 
certified. Supporting material required to accompany the application 
is listed. The director of titles provides notice of such an application 
and adverse claims may be filed with him. After investigation, the 
director will set out his findings and notify all interested parties. 
Appeals may be made, within 15 days, to a Supreme Court judge. An 
applicant for investigation or adverse claim may be ordered to pay all 
or part of the costs of any proceedings on his account. The effect of 
a certificate of title is that the title of the owner is absolute and 
indefeasible as regards the Crown and all persons whomsoever. 


No plan of subdivision of land to which this Act applies, that is a 
certification area designated by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
shall be registered unless the title of the owner has been certified 
under the Act, or the title of his predecessor has been certified within 
five years previously. 
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An assurance fund, known as the Certification of Titles Assurance 
Fund, is set up to compensate persons who may be wrongfully deprived of 
land or some estate by reason Of the title being certified under this 
Act. The fund is made up from a levy on applicants for certificates of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of the value of the land concerned (including 
the value of buildings) up to a maximum of $300. The Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may make regulations prescribing deposits on applications, 
fees payable for performance of any official tunction under the Act, 
powers and duties of title examiners, standards for surveys, and 
administrative procedures. 


LANDLORD AND TENANT ACT, R.S.O. 1960, ce 206. 


Sections 43, 44 and 45 of this Act list types of farm property 
liable to be distrained for arrears of rente These include growing 
crops; any sheaves or cocks of grain or grain loose or in the straw or 
hay, and any cattle or live stock of the tenant feeding or pasturing upon 
any highway or on any way belonging to the demised premises. However, 
beasts that gain the land and sheep shall not be distrained if there are 
other chattels sufficient to satisfy the demand. The Act, in general, 
deals with such matters as default, forfeiture of leases, methods of 
procedures against tenants for arrears of rent, sale of goods distrained 
and proceedings against overholding tenants. 


LAND TITLES ACT, R.«S.O. 1960, c- 204. Amendments, S.O. 1961-62, c. 70; 
1962-63, Ce dZs 1965, Ce aos 1966, Ce NOT 


This Act deals with the methods of entry of land on register of 
title, the registration of leasehold land, how registration is to be 
effected, the transfer and charge of registered land and similar matters. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may appoint a director of 
titles, as well as one or more deputy and one or more assistant deputy 
directors of titles. He may also appoint masters and deputy mastersof 
titles, and an examiner of surveys and one or more assistants to perform 
duties in connection with plans, surveys and descriptions of land under 
any Act administered by the director of titles. 


An assurance fund, known as the Land Titles Assurance Fund, may be 
formed for the indemnity of persons who are wrongly deprived of land. or 
some estate or interest therein as a result of the land being brought 
under this Act, or of some other person being registered as owner through 
fraud, or because of other omissions or errors. 


LAND TRANSFER TAX ACT, R-S-O« 1960, ce 205- Amendment, S.O. 1966, c. 78. 


Anyone, other than the Crown or a foreign state, who tenders for 
registration an instrument for the transfer of land shall, before the 
instrument is registered, pay a tax at the rate of one-fifth of 1 per 
cent upon the value of the consideration for the instrument up to $25,000, 
and two-fifths of 1 per cent upon the remainder. 
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If any transferor is compelled to pay the tax or part thereof, he 
is entitled to recover the amount so paid from the transferee in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. 


LINE FENCES ACT, R-S.O- 1960, c- 216. Amendment, S.0.1962 -63, ce 74. 


This Act prescribes the duties of owners of adjoining lands 
regarding the erection and repair of line fences, outlines the procedure 
to be followed in disputes between owners concerning such fences, 
provides for the appointment of municipal fence viewers, and stipulates 
the daily rates payable by a municipal council to fence viewers, land 
surveyors and witnesses for services rendered under the Act. 


Where any award by fence viewers affects land in two or more 
counties or districts, an appeal may be made to the judge of the county 
or district in which any part of the land is situated. The Act also 
deals with the rights and duties of owners when a tree is thrown down 
across a line fence. 


This Act provides penalties for persons who trespass upon enclosed 
land, or any garden or lawn, or land with respect to which they have had 
notice by word of mouth or in writing or by posters or sign boards. The 
Act does not apply to cases where the title to land or to any interest 
therein is called in question or affected, or where the person trespassing 
acted under a reasonable supposition that he had a right to enter the 
other person's property. 


QUIETING TITLES ACT, R.«S.O. 1960, ce 340. 


An owner of an estate in fee simple in land or a trustee for the 
sale of the fee simple is entitled to have his title judicially 
investigated and its validity ascertained and declared, whether he has 
the legal estate or not, and whether or not his title is subject to a 
charge or encumbrance. any other person who has an estate or interest 
in land may also apply for a judicial investigation of his title and a 
declaration of its validity. The Act also prescribes the form of 
application, how it should be supported, the form of proof, granting of 
certificate of title, payment of costs, the effect of fraud, and the 
appointment of an Inspector of Titles. 


REGISTRY ACT, R.«S.O. 1960, ce 348. Amendments, S-O. 1961-62, c. 124; 
1962-63, ¢. 124; 1964; “cr 102; *1965s"cs 1163 1966, c. 230. 


This Act provides for the formation of registry divisions in the 
Province and for the registration of instruments affecting land in the 
Provincee Provision is made for the manner of registration, instruments 
that may be registered, the effect of registration, and the contents and 
procedure for registration of a plan for subdivision. Municipal 
auditors may inspect the books of any registry office. 
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The registrar may not register a plan of subdivision of land unless 
the person tendering the plan is the owner. Additionally, the consent 
of every mortgagee must be endorsed on the plan and signed by the persons 
concerned. (The requirements of the Certification of Titles Act must also 
be soiiate: with if the land is situate in a designated certification 
area. 


FINANCE 


(a) Farm Credit 


AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT ACT, ReS.O- 1960, c. 8- Amendment, S.O. 1966, 
Ge Ae 


The office of Commissioner of Agricultural Loans is established 
under this Act. The Commissioner may; with the approval of the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, borrow money and, under certain conditions and out 
of the moneys received, make loans for acquiring land for agricultural 
purposes, for the erection of essential farm buildings, to pay off 
existing charges against land or other encumbrances, to provide tile 
drainage, to purchase breeding live stock, to consolidate outstanding 
liabilities incurred for productive agricultural purposes and for such 
other purposes relating to the development and operation of the 
applicant's farm as the Commissioner approves. The Act also deals with 
the qualifications of applicants for loans, limitations as to the size of 
loans, the terms of loans and method of repayment. 


AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCE ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 9. 


This Act enables the Treasurer of Ontario to borrow money by means 
of deposits in any amounts. Such deposits are subject to attachment in 
the same manner as money deposited in a chartered bank and, subject to 
approval by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, he may fix the conditions 
of repayment and of interest (up to a maximum of 4 per cent a year). 


The moneys so borrowed may be used for any of the following purposes: 
for the public service, for works carried on by commissionners on behalf 
of Ontario, for the covering of any debt of Ontario on open account, for 
paying any floating indebtedness of Ontario, and for the carrying on of 
the public works authorized by the Legislature. 


AGRICULTURAL REHABILITATION AND DEVELOPMENT ACT (ONTARIO) S.0.1962-63, c. l. 


In this Act, provision is made for the establishment of the agri- 
cultural Rehabilitation and Development Directorate, consisting of three 
or more members appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, as a 
body corporate responsible to the Minister of Agriculture and Food. 
Suoject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, the 
Directorate has power to acquire and lease lands for the purpose of 
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projects; equip and develop lands for projects; enter into agreements 
for the use of items or services provided under projects, and carry out 
projects for which agreements have been madee The Minister may, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, enter into agree- 
ments with the Government of Canada for’ the efficient use and economic 
development of lands; the development of income and employment 
opportunities and for improving living standards in rural areas; the 
development and conservation of water supplies, and for soil improvement 
and conservation. The Minister may also authorize research and 
investigation to be undertaken in these fields, independently or in 
co-operation with federal agencies. 


EXECUTION ACT, ReSeO- 19605 ce 126. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, ce. 253 
1962-635 Ce 42. 


The following chattels are exempt from seizure under any writ 
issued out of any court (the exemptions which follow apply to persons 
engaged solely in the tillage of the soil or farming): the household 
furniture, utensils and equipment constituting part of the permanent home 
of the debtor, up to a maximum value of $1,000; the necessary and ordinary 
wearing apparel of the debtor and family; such food as is necessary for 
consumption by the debtor and his family until the next harvest, whether 
the food is in a consumable state or requires to be processed; such fuel 
as is within the debtor's home; live stock, fowl, bees, books, tools and 
implements and other chattels actually in use by the debtor in his 
calling to the extent of $3,000; sufficient seed’ to sow all his land under 
cultivation, not exceeding 100 acres; 14 bushels of potatoes and, where 
seizure is made between October 1 and April 30, such food and bedding as 
is necessary to feed and bed the livestock and fowl which are exempt 
from seizure until the last day of the following April. The Act 
contains a number of provisions specifying how seizures are to be made. 


Any interst of an execution debtor in lands held in joint tenancy 
may be seized and sold by a sheriff under a writ of execution. 


FARM LOANS ACT, ReSeO. 1960, co 133+ Amendment, S.O- 1966, Ce Sd- 


Farm loan associations may be established under this Act to lend 
money in any part of Ontario mentioned in their certificates of 
incorporation. Any person resident in the territory described in the 
application and actually engaged in farming, or agreeing to become so 
within one year, is eligible for membership of an association. At least 
30 members must have subscribed stock before an association may be 
incorporatede The council of a local municipality may subscribe to the 
stock and may issue debentures of the corporation payable within 10 years 
for the amount of such subscription. 
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A member of an association is entitled to apply for a short-term 
loan, not exceeding $2,000, to purchase livestock, seed, feed, fertilizer 
and other supplies, implements and machinery, and to pay for the cost 
of carrying on any farming operations, the cost of preparing land for 
cultivation, and for fire and loan insurance when this is deemed necessary 
as collateral for any loan made by an association. An additional loan 
or loans may be made to a member if the total amount of his indebtedness 
does not at any time exceed $2,000. The rate of interest payable by a 
borrower on a loan guaranteed by an association is not to exceed 7 per 
cent a year. The Treasurer of Ontario may, with the approval of the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council, lend money to an association to assist 
it to carry on its business, and may also enter into agreements with 
banks, loan companies and other corporations for securing moneys for an 
association's purposes. 


Other sections of the Act describe the procedure for making 
application for an association loan, the appointment of officers of an 
association, monthly returns, liens or charges on property, disposal 
of property covered by lien, inspection of books and records, and 
dissolution of an association. 


JUNIOR FARMER ESTABLISHMENT ACT, R.S.O. 1960, ce 198. Amendments y 
Se Oe 1962-63, Ce 663 1964, Ce 493 1965; Ce 52 


The Ontario Junior Farmers' Establishment Loan Corporation is 
authorized under this Act to make loans to junior farmers, and to owners 
of family farms, incorporated family farms and of farms operated as 
partnerships, where one of the members is a junior farmer, in the establish- 
ment, development and operation of their farms. 


The corporation may borrow by issuing or selling debentures, bills, 
notes, or by temporary loans.e The debentures, bills, notes and loans may 
be guaranteed by the Province. The corporation makes loans to persons 
who are between the ages of 21 and 35, who have been residents of Ontario 
for at least the preceding three years, who have had a minimum of three 
years of farming experience and have displayed the capacity and ability 
to operate a farm, who are industrious and of good character, and who are 
actually farming or intend to farm on a full-time basis on the land 
which is"to be security for the loan. The loans may be used for the 
acquisition of land for agricultural purposes, the erection and improve- 
ment of farm houses and buildings, to pay off encumbrances and charges 
existing against land when acquired by the borrower, to consolidate 
outstanding liabilities incurred for productive agricultural purposes, 
to provide drainage, to purchase livestock, and for other approved 
purposes. The loan must not exceed 80 per cent of the value of the 
security or $40,000, must bear an interest rate of 5 per cent a year, 
-and be secured by a first mortgage upon the farm land of the borrower. 
The loan is to be repaid in annual instalments of principal and interest 
over a period of not more than 30 years. The corporation is empowered 
to grant extension of time onloan repayments, to consolidate the total 
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indebtedness of any borrower, and to increase any present loan up to, 

80 per cent of the value of the applicant's security. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may also guarantee payment of losses sustained by 

a chartered bank as a result of loans made to junior farmers in any 
amount not exceeding 10 per cent of the aggregate principal of such bank 
loans. 


SEED GRAIN SUBSIDY ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 366. 


The council of a municipality may guarantee the payment by any 
farmer resident within the municipality of debts contracted by him in 
the purchase of seed grain for seeding purposes on his farme A 
municipality may, in turn, be re-imbursed by the Treasurer of Ontario 
from the Consolidated Revenue Fund to the extent of two-thirds of all 
sums expended by it under guarantees given under the Act. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations respecting 
the form and manner of guarantees given by municipalities, the maximum 
and aggregate amounts that may be guaranteed, the pre-requisite proofs to be 
supplied, and municipal statements and returns to the Department of 
Agriculture and Food. 


(b) Debt Adjustment 


FARM LOANS ADJUSTMENT ACT, ReS.O. 1960, c. 134. 


Any person who is liable for the payment of a loan made under the 
Agricultural Development Act, the Farm Loans Act or the Northern Develop- 
ment Act for farming or agricultural purposes may apply to the Commissioner 
of Agricultural Loans to have the loan reviewed by a judge for the purpose 
of obtaining a reduction in the amount of the principal outstanding, a 
reduction in the amount of the arrears of interest and an extension of 
the time for the payment of the loan. After considering the representa- 
tions of the applicant and the Commissioner and certain factors 
specified in this Act, the judge shall make an order concerning the 
matter, which shall be final. A subsequent application for review may 
be made after the expiration of a period of two years from the date of 
an order made upon a previous application. 


MARKETING 


(a) General 


FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING ACT, R-«S.O. 1960, ce 137- Amendments, S.Q. 1961-62, 
Ce 413 1962-63, Ce 453 1964, Ce Sis 1965, Ce 393 1966, Ces DOs 


This Act provides legislative authority for a corporation known as 
the Farm Products Marketing Board, and for the delegation by the Board 
of such of its powers as it deems necessary to local boards, which are 
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also to be corporate bodies. The Board may investigate any matter relating 
to the producing, marketing or processing of a regulated product, and may 
prohibit any person from terminating or varying, without just cause, the 
buying or selling of such product; investigate the cost of producing, 
processing and marketing any farm product, prices and price spreads, 

trade practices, methods of financing, management policies and other 
matters relating to the marketing of farm products; require such persons 
to produce relevant information; appoint persons to inspect the books, 
records, land and premises of marketers and producers (including persons 
engaged in producing flue~cured tobacco); co-operate with marketing boards, 
local boards or marketing agencies of any other province, and undertake 
other related activities. Where the Board receives from a group of 
producers a petition to establish a plan to control and regulate the 
marketing of a farm product, and is of the opinion that the group is 
representative of the persons engaged in producing that product, the Board 
May recommend the establishment of such a plan to the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Food. 


The Board may also recommend amendments to any plan, or to 
regulations under any plan, to the Minister upon receipt of a request 
for same from a local board. The Board is empowered to make regulations 
providing for the holding of a plebiscite of producers upon a question of 
favor of a plan or amendment of a plan and providing for the holding of 
public hearings on matters respecting the operation of any plan, or the 
holding of a plebiscite. Advisory committees may also be established in 
connection with any plan and be empowered to advise and make recommend 
ations to local boards or to persons or organizations represented on the 
committees. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council retains the power to make 
regulations establishing, amending or revoking plans, defining producers 
or Classes of producers, prescribing by-laws for the conduct of the 
Board's affairs and the government of local boards, vesting corporate 
powers in local boards, dissolving local boards and disposing of 
assetse 


A marketing plan may apply to any part or all of Ontario, to any 
part, class, variety, grade or size of farm product and to any person 
angaged in producing, marketing or processing one or more farm products. 
The Board may make regulations requiring any producer of a regulated 
product to sell it to or through the local board constituted to administer 
the plan under which the product is regulated and prohibiting any person 
from processing, packing or packaging a product that has not been sold 
to, by or through the local board; authorizing any local board to appoint 
agents, and providing for the making, control and regulation of agree- 
‘ments relating to the marketing or processing of regulated products. 

In addition, the Board may sanction the marketing of a regulated product 
on a quota basis; fix and allot quotas; cancel, reduce or refuse to 
increase a quota that has been fixed or allotted; prohibit any person 

to whom a quota has not been fixed or allotted from marketing any of the 
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regulated product, and provide for the arbitration of any matter not 
adopted or settled by agreement, or of any dispute arising from any 
agreement, in connection with any plan. Where the Board receives a 
petition or request from a group of producers asking that an association 
of producers of a farm product, other than a regulated product, be 
designated, the Board may obtain such information as it deems necessary 
about the association and consider any program that it proposes to 
undertake. If it believes that a majority of producers of the product 
are in favor, the Board may recommend to the Minister the designation 
of the association as the representative association of all producers 
of that farm product in Ontario. The Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may make regulations designating the association; requiring producers 
to pay licence fees to the association; prescribing the amounts of 
licence fees and authorizing their use to defray expenses of the 
association, and requiring the association to furnish information and 
financial statements to the Board. 


Any person who fails to comply with, or contravenes, the Act, or 
the regulations, or any plan, order, regulation or direction of the Board 
or any local board, or any current or re=negotiated agreements or awards 
filed with the Board is liable, on first offence, to a fine of not. more 
than $50, and to a fine of not less than $50 nor more than $500 for a 
subsequent offence. 


Section 17 provides that (1) in any action or prosecution under 
this Act, the onus of proof is on the accused rather than on the 
accuser, and (2) in any action or prosecution if the offence is not 
proved under the Canada Agricultural Products Marketing Act, the accused 
may be convicted under the Ontario Act although no charges were laid 
under ite 


The Board is empowered, under Section 18, to provide by regulation 
for the refusal to grant a licence for the growing of tobacco for any 
reason it deems proper; the producing of tobacco on a basis of tobacco 
acreage or other production quotas and the refusal, cancellation, 
reduction or refusal to increase thereof; the prohibition against 
producing tobacco without a tobacco acreage or other production quota 
having been fixed, or producing in excess of such acreage or quota or 
on land other than a tobacco farm in respect of which an acreage or other 
quota has been fixed. All or any of the above powers may be delegated 
by the Board to the Ontario Flue-Cured Tobacco Growers' Marketing Board 
and such delegation may be terminated at any time. 


MUNICIPAL ACT, k-S-O. 1960, co 249. Amendments, SaOs. 1960-61 es Ge. 98 
1961-62, ce 863 1962-63, ce 873 1964, co 68; 1965, ce. 773 1966, c. 93- 


Section 399 (1) (a) of this Act provides that no municipal hawker's 
or peddler's licence is required if, among other things, the goods or 
merchandise were grown or produced in Ontario and are hawked, peddled 
or sold by the grower or producer or employee having written authority 
to do so in the municipality in which the grower or producer resides, 
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or if the goods or merchandise were grown or produced by a farmer 
resident in Ontario who offers for sale or sells only the produce of 
his own farm. Persons selling milk, cream or fluid milk products to 
the consumer or to any person for resale are also exempted from a 
licence under this section of the Act. (For summary of Section 296 
of this Act see under "Agricultural Societies and Education".) 


ONTARIO PRODUCERS, PROCESSORS, DISTRIBUTORS AND CONSUMERS FOOD COUNCIL 
ACT, SiGe 1962-63, Co 94.6 


The Act provides for the establishment of a Food Council to be 
known as the Ontario Producers, Processors, Distributors and Consumers 
Food Council, consisting of not less than five members appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council. The objects of the Food Council are 
to promote methods of ensuring the orderly marketing of agricultural 
products and agricultural food products; to conduct studies and report 
on crop conditions, markets, tariffs and distribution and sale methods 
of agricultural products; to promote research into market developments; 
to stimulate the advertising and promotion of agricultural products; to 
report to the Minister on projects referred to it by him and to advise 
the Minister on matters relating to the development of markets for 
agricultural products. 


With the approval of the Minister, the Food Council is empowered 
to promote and co-ordinate campaigns to market surpluses and to enter 
into agreements with persons engaged in producing, processing or 
manufacturing agricultural products in order to assist such persons in 
the development of markets for agricultural products. Subject to the 
approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, the Food Council may 
conduct investigations into matters relating to the producing, 
distributing, processing and handling of agricultural products and it 
may receive complaints and collect data respecting trade practices in 
the food industry that it deems undesirable and bring them to the notice 
of the persons concerned. The Council is also empowered to recommend to 
the Agricultural Research institute of Ontario projects of research, and 
to recommend to the Minister the making of grants for the purpose of 
carrying out the objects of the Council to any person or organization 
engaged in the marketing or distribution of agricultural products. 


PUBLIC HEALTH ACT, R.«S-O- 1960, ce 321. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, ce 80; 
a9Gt—62 5 ce 115539 196263 8c .0 1135) 1964, 6c.. 935 19655 ce 1063 1966, cs. 125. 


Section 6, subsection 22 of this Act provides that the Minister of 
Health, with the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, may make 
regulations regarding the pasteurization of milk and prescribing the form 
- and conditions under which a certificate of approval may be issyeg to any 
plant in which milk is pasteurized or in which milk products are prepared. 
Sections 101 to 109 give the municipal medical officer of health power 
to inspect dairies, cheese factories, creameries, dairy farms, slaughter 
houses, and similar establishments and, if necessary, order the owner or 
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occupier to remedy unsatisfactory conditions. He may prohibit or 
regulate the distribution, delivery or sale of any products from the 
premises until the conditions are remedied.s The sale of unpasteurized 
milk is forbidden except in certain cases. The Act provides for the 
inspection by the medical officer of health of food supplies of all 
kinds and authorizes seizure and destruction of food not fit for human 
consumptione it also requires manufacturers of carbonated water, soft 
drinks and fruit juices to obtain permits to manufacture from the 
medical officer of health. The feeding of putrid or decomposed animal 
matter to hogs is forbidden, as is the cooking of garbage except on 
premises approved by the medical officer of health. Slaughter houses 
must be inspected and the sale of the meat of calves that were less than 
three weeks' old at the time of slaughter is prohibited. Sections 110 
to 113 inclusive provide for the regulation by municipalities of slaughter 
houses; cattle yards, abattoirs and meat-packing establishments. 
Schedule B, which is appended to this Act, is a by-law which is deemed 
to be in force in every municipality until it is altered by the municipal 
council. Among other matters, it prescribes the duties of public 

health inspectors regarding the examination of buildings or premises and 
inspection of slaughter houses, cow stables, cheese factories and 
creameries, prescribes the location of slaughter houses, and forbids the 
sale of diseased or adulterated food. 


(b) Grain, feeds and seeds 


GRAIN ELEVATOR STORAGE ACT; ReS.O. 1960, c. 167. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may appoint a chief inspector to 
administer and enforce the Act. Inspectors are also appointed to carry 
out assigned duties- The chief inspector controls the licensing of grain 
elevator operators and may suspend or revoke licences in the case of 
failure to comply with the Act. Penalties are listed. 


Under the Act, "farm produce" includes beans, cereal grains, corn 
or grass seed produced in Ontario. 


When farm produce is delivered to an elevator for storage, the 
operator shall issue a grain storage receipte No more than one receipt 
may be issued for one lot of produce, and only a designated person may 
sign a receipt. Where more than one delivery is required for one lot 
of produce, a weigh ticket must be issued for each delivery and they in 
turn must be surrendered for a grain storage receipt when delivery is 
complete. A grain elevator operator must insure the full market value 
of produce stored against fire, lightning, explosion, windstorm and hail. 
He must supply the chief inspector with information as to the amount and 
particulars of insurance carried. The amount of produce stored in a 
grain elevator must correspond to the receipts issued by the operator, and 
must not exceed the capacity of the elevator. However, an elevator 
operator may, under contract, store produce on the premises of another 
operator licensed under the Act. 
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The chief inspector or an inspector may at any time enter a grain 
elevator and inspect stored produce and records. 


(c) Livestock and livestock products 
EDIBLE OIL PRODUCTS ACT, R.S.O-. 1960, c. 115. Amendment S.O. 1966, c. 49. 


An edible oil product is any food substance, other than a dairy 
product, that is manufactured for human consumption wholly or in part 
from any fat or oil other than that of milk. The Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may make regulations designating the edible oil products to 
which this Act applies; providing for the licensing of manufacturers 
and wholesalers of these products; prescribing standards of quality and 
composition for them; providing for the detention or confiscation of 
any edible oil product that does not comply with this Act; respecting 
the advertising of edible oil products; requiring or providing for the 
identification by labelling or otherwise of any edible oil product 
offered for sale; prescribing the records to be kept by manufacturers 
and wholesalers, and the duties of inspectors and analysts. It is 
unlawful to manufacture or sell any edible oil product, other than 
oleomargarine, in which fat or oil other than that of milk has been 
mixed or blended with a dairy product in such manner that the resultant 
edible oil product is an imitation of or resembles any dairy product, 
but this does not prevent the use of chocolate, cocoa or any flavoring 
preparation that contains fat or oil other than that of milk, provided 
such fat or oil does not exceed one-half of 1 per cent by weight of the 
dairy product. 


LIVE STOCK AND LIVE STOCK PRODUCTS. ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c. 219. 


In this Act, livestock means cattle, swine, sheep and live poultry 
and livestock products mean meat, raw hides, dressed poultry, eggs and 
wool. The Lieutenant Governor in Council is empowered to make regulations 
establishing and describing grading standards forlivestock and livestock 
products; prescribing the manner and conditions of grading, inspection, 
packing, branding and marking and the conditions under which livestock 
and livestock products may be stored, transported, delivered, shipped, 
advertised, purchased, sold, offered or displayed for sale, and the 
types, sizes, branding and marking and labélling of containers; the 
manner in which the seller or shipper of ungraded livestock and livestock 
products shall identify individual producers' lots in any shipment and 
how receivers shall make returns; the grades of eggs which may be broken 
or dried in an egg-breaking plants; the manner in which stock yards shall 
be constructed, equipped and operated; providing for the licensing of 
classes of persons dealing in any livestock or livestock products, and 
* numerous similar matters. The Act also outlines the powers of inspectors 
appointed to enforce the Act and regulations made under it, and the 
procedure to be followed in disposing of seized livestock or livestock 
products. 
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This Act establishes the Milk Commission of Ontario as a body 
corporate, responsible to the Minister of Agriculture and Food, and 
comprising not fewer than three persons appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. The Commission may delagate to marketing boards 
(which are also to be bodies corporate) such powers as it may deem 
necessary- 


In the exercise of its powers, the Commission may inquire into any 
matter relating to the production, processing or marketing of milk or 
milk products; investigate; arbitrate, adjust or otherwise settle any 
dispute between producers, processors or marketers; investigate production 
processing and marketing costs, prices and price spreads, trade practices, 
methods of financing, management policies and other matters; require 
persons engaged in producing or marketing a regulated product to register 
with the Commission or marketing board, and to furnish such information 
regarding their activities as may be deemed necessary; appoint persons to 
inspect books, records, documents and premises3 adopt means to stimulates 
increase and improve the marketing of milk and milk products; co-operate 
with a marketing board or marketing agency of Canada or of any province 
for the purpose of marketing any regulated product, and prohibit a 
marketer from terminating or varying, without just cause, the marketing 
of a regulated product. 


Field-men may be authorized to enter any premises or conveyance used 
for the production, processing or marketing of milk products and to 
inspect any equipment, milk or milk products found therein; to stop and 
inspect any conveyance believed to contain milk or milk products; to 
obtain samples of milk or milk products for inspection purposes at the 
expense of the owner, and to require production of copies Of 0r 
extracts from, any books, records or documents of milk producers, 
processors or marketerse 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations establish- 
ing, amending and revoking plans for the control and regulation of the 
marketing within Ontario of milk, cream or cheese, or any combination 
thereof, and constituting marketing boards to administer such plans; 
giving to any marketing board any or all of the powers of a co-operative 
corporation, and prescribing by-laws for regulating the conduct aie the 
affairs of the Commission and the government and affairs of marketing 
boardse Advisory committees may also be authorized by the Commission 
to advise and make recommendations to marketing boards or to any person 
or organization represented on committees in connection with any plan. 


By means of regulations, the Commission may provide for the 
licensing of any or all persons engaged in producing, processing or 
marketing a regulated product; may refuse to issue or renew, or may 
suspend and revoke a licence; may prescribe the form of licences; 
sanction the marketing of a regulated product on a quota basis; fix and 
allot quotas; cancel, reduce, or refuse to fix, allot or increase quotas$ 
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prescribe the terms and conditions by which a person may market a regulated 
product in excess of a fixed or allotted quota; provide for the establish- 
ment, in connection with any plan, of negotiating agencies empowered to 
adopt or settle by agreement, and for the establishment of a conciliation 
boarde The Commission may also, at any time, limit the powers of a 
marketing board and revoke any regulation, order or direction of a board. 


No person shall construct or alter any building intended for use 
as a plant without a permit nor operate a plant without a licence, and 
no person shall carry on business as a distributor without a licence from 
the Commission. Subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council, the Commission may make regulations, inter alia, providing for 
the issue, renewal, suspension, revocation, or refusal to issue or 
renew licences for any class of distributor or for the operation of any 
class of plant; defining areas and designating them as distribution areas; 
providing for the designation on licences issued to distributors of the 
distribution areas in which the distributor may deliver, sell or distribute 
and prohibiting such in any area not designated on distributor's licence; 
respecting the quality of milk or cream supplied or sold to a plant; 
establishing classes and grades for milk, cream and milk products; 
providing for the pasteurizing of milk or cream; for the selecting, 
grading, rejecting, weighing, sampling and testing of milk or cream 
offered for sale, and for the settlement of disputes in connection there- 
of; establishing classes of buttermakers, cheese makers, and milk and 
cream testers and graders. 


Every person who contravenes this Act, the regulations, any plan, 
order or direction of the Commission or of any marketing board, any 
current or negotiated agreement or award filed with the Commission, or 
any by-law under the Act is liable, for a first offence, to a fine of not 
more than $50, and to a fine of not less than $50 nor more than $500 for 
a subsequent offence. Anyone who fails to pay at least a minimum price 
established for a product in any agreement or award filed with the 
Commission is, in addition to a fine, liable to a penalty of an amount 
equal to that of the minimum price, less any amount paid by the person 
as payment in full or in part for such producte This penalty which is 
to be paid to the marketing board concerned or the Commission, shall be 
passed in payment to the person who failed to receive the minimum price, 
or may be used to stimulate, increase or improve the marketing of the 
regulated product or of milk or cream. 


OLEOMARGARINE ACT, R.S.O5«6 1960, ce 268. Amendment, S.O. 1962-63, ce 93. 


Every keeper of a public eating place where oleomargarine is 
served as such must display a notice to that effect on the menu or ona 
sign or placard conspicuously displayed. Oleomargarine and butter must 
not be mixed for sale or for use in a public eating place. No oleo- 
Margarine is to have a tint containing more than one and sixth-tenths 
degrees and less than ten and one=half degrees of yellow or of yellow 
and red collectively, measured in terms of the Lovibond tintometer scale. 
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Every package containing oleomargarine must be legibly marked with the 
word "oleomargarine" or the trade name and a list of the ingredients with 
the percentage of eache There is also a prohibition against misleading 
advertising, especially that which would imply that oleomargarine has a 
relation to any dairy product. It is forbidden to manufacture or sell 

by wholesale oleomargarine without a licence from the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Food. Regulations may be issued prescribing standards of 
quality for oleomargarine, providing for the detention and confiscation 
of oleomargarine that does not comply with the terms of the Acts 
respecting the marking and labelling of packages containing oleomargariney 
requiring and providing for the keeping of records by manufacturers and 
wholesalers, and prescribing the powers and duties of inspectorse 


STOCK YARDS ACT, ReS.O. 1960, Ce 385. 


The Ontario Stock Yards Board is a body corporate with the object 
of acquiring, constructing, equipping and operating livestock markets 
and operating such facilities for the transportation of livestock as are 
necessary for the purpose of such markets. The Board consists of not more 
than seven persons appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 
Subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, the Board 
may acquire by purchase, lease or in any other manner, with or without 
the consent of the owner, the land, property and assets of Union Stock 
Yards of Toronto, Limited, any other stockyards, and any other land or 
property which it may require for its undertakingse Provision is made 
for the guarantee by the Province of any securities issued by the Board. 
Surpluses of the Board are to be paid into a fund to be known as the 
Livestock Improvement Fund, payments from which shall be available for 
the purposes of the improvement of livestock. No person other than the 
Board may construct, maintain or operate any stock yard or any premises 
where livestock is assembled for the purpose of sale to an abattoir, 
packing house or slaughter house, without the approval of the Board, but 
this does not apply to any stock yard or premises so operated on May 12, 
1944, so long as such stock yard or premises is not extended or enlarged. 


TRANSPORTATION OF FOWL ACT, ReSeO- 1960; Ce 405- 


In this Act, "fowl" means live fowl and dressed or undressed 
poultrye The Act does not apply to a bona fide producer or breeder of 
fowl, to a bona fide purchaser for his own use or a donee of 12 fowl or 
less or to a person licensed under the Public Commercial Vehicles Act. 
No person may Carry or transport fowl on any highway in Ontario unless 
he holds a permit for that purpose granted by the clerk of the county OTs 
in unorganized territory, the clerk of the municipality where he carries 
on business or resides. This permit must be carried by the holder at 
all times when he is transporting fowl. Constables or peace officers 
may search the premises and vehicles of permit holders and require a 
holder to produce his permit. 
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(d) Fruit, vegetables, honey and tobacco 
FARM PRODUCTS CONTAINERS ACT, R.«S.O- 1960, ce 135-6 


At the request of the Ontario Bee-keepers' Association or the 
Ontario Fruit and Vegetable Growers' Association, the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Food mayywith the approval of the Lieutenant Gvernor in 
Council, order the licensing of producers of honey, fruit or vegetables 
(including persons engaged in handling, packing, processing, shipping, 
transporting, purchasing or selling these products). He may require 
producers to pay licence fees to the association through the manufacturers 
of containers used in the marketing of those products and require the 
manufacturers of containers to collect the licence fees from the producers 
to whom they sell containers and pay the proceeds to the association. 

The moneys received by the association through this system are to be 
used to defray its expensese 


FARM PRODUCTS GRADES AND SALES ACT, RaS.0.°19605 c. 136. 
Amendment; S.O. 1964, ce. 30. 


Farm products in this Act include animals, animal products, Christmas 
trees, fruit, fruit products, grains, honeys maple products, seeds, 
tobacco, vegetables products, wood and any class thereof, and articles 
of food or drink derived therefrom as the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may designate. The Lieutenant Gvernor in Council may make regulations 
establishing grades for any farm product; providing for the inspection, 
grading, packing, marking, handling, shipping, transporting, advertising, 
purchasing and selling of farm products within Ontario; prescribing the 
manner in which sellers, transporters and shippers of farm products shall 
identify » for purposes of grading, individual producers' lots in any 
shipment; prescribing the manner in which shippers or packers shall make 
returns to producers; respecting the cleanliness and sanitation of 
premises where farm produce is stored, processed, graded, packed or 
sold; prescribing the powers and duties of inspectors and graders; 
providing for the issue of licences to persons engaging in the marketing 
and storing of farm products and for operating markets for farm products, 
also for the renewal, suspension and revocation of such licences. 

Persons are prohibited from engaging in the marketing or storing of farm 
products, and from operating markets for farm products, without a licence 
under the Act. Inspectors may detain a farm product at the risk of its 
owner. 


FRUIT PACKING ACT, R.«S.0.1960 ,c. 156. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make a grant to any 
association of fruit growers that is incorporated and composed of not 
less than 10 growers who together hold at least 100 acres of land and 
have contracted to market their fruit through the association. The grant 
is to assist the association to acquire, erect or equip buildings for 
the proper grading, packing and storing of their fruits, and the amount 
of any grant is not to exceed 25 per cent of the appraised value of the 
buildings nor a total of more than $1,500 in any one case.

ONTARIO FOOD TERMINAL ACT, R-SeO- 1960, Ce 272. Amendment, SeO-« 1964; 
Gemtoe: 


This Act continues the Ontario Food Terminal Board as a body 
corporate for the purposes of acquiring, constructing, equipping and 
operating a wholesale fruit and produce market in the County of York. The 
Act sets forth the constitution of the Board and its powers and duties. 
The Board has power to borrow money and to issue securities, and the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council may authorize a provincial guarantee of 
moneys borrowed by the Board. The Board must make a report, including 
a financial statement, annually to the Minister of Agriculture and Food. 


No person may establish or operate within the city of Toronto or 
the Counties of York or Peel any market for the sale by wholesale of 
fruit and vegetables without the approval of the Board, but this does not 
apply to any such market which was being regularly operated on owt lal 5 
1955, so long as it is not extended or enlarged. Provision is also made 
for penalties, including fines, for contravention of any of the terms 
of the Acte 


AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES AND EDUCATiON 


AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATIONS ACT, R-S-O- 19605 Cs Oe 


This Act lists a number of agricultural associations and declares 
that they, and any other associations that may be designated by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council, are to be corporations. The Act prescribes 
how the directors and officers of each association shall be elected, and 
also deals with the calling of meetings; duties of officers; provision of 
provincial grants and grants from municipal councils; the incorporation 
of certain fairs and exhibitions; the formation of boards of agriculture. 
farmers' institutes and women's institutes, and similar matters. 


AGRICULTURAL COMMITTEES ACT, ReS.O50 1960, Ceo 7+ 


Provision is made for the formation of an agricultural committee 
in each county or district, although wnere there is only one agricultural 
representative for two counties or districts there may be only one 
committee for both. If there are two agricultural representatives in one 
county or district, two committees may be formed. A committee consisting 
of not more than 15 persons may be formed in any county and the name of 
every committee must bear the name of its county. Each agricultural 
organization is entitled to a least one representative on the committee 
but, if more than 13 such organizations are already represented at a 
committee selection meeting, one person may be chosen to represent two or 
more agricultural organizations. The agricultural representative shall be 
secretary-treasurere Provision is contained in the Act to fill the 
remaining membership of the committee by appointment. 
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The purposes of an agricultural committee are to co-operate with 
and make suggestions to the agricultural representatives; to make 
recommendations to appropriate authorities concerning soil conservation, 
reforestation, weed control, health of animals, plant diseases, crop 
production, marketing problems and similar matters; to co-ordinate the 
undertakings of the various agricultural associations in the county; 
and to promote farm youth activities. 


AGRICULTURAL REPRESENTATIVES ACT, ReSeOs 1960, co 10. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may appoint as agricultural 
representatives persons who have graduated from a university or college 
approved by the Minister of Agriculture and Food with the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Agriculture. Each representative shall perform 
such duties as the Minister of Agriculture and Food may designate. Each 
county council must make a grant of $500 per annum to assist the 
representative in carrying on his work. 


AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE OF ONTARIO Pe igs 500s, 1961-62 50c5. ds 
Amendment, SO. 1965, ce. l. 


The Act establishes the Agricultural Research Institute of Ontario 
consisting of not more than 15 members appointed by the Lieutenant : 
Governor in Council, as a body corporate, responsible to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food. The duties and responsibilities of the Institute 
are to inquire into programs of research in respect of agriculture, 
veterinary medicine and household science, to select and recommend areas 
of research in those fields and to stimulate interest in research as a 
means of developing a high degree of efficiency in the production and 
marketing of agricultura] products. Provision is made for the appointment 
of a Director of Research wno is to be the administrator of the business 
and affairs of the Institute, and to have supervision over every program 
of research for which funds have been supplied by the Institute. The 
Institute is empowered to take by gift, grant, donation or bequest moneys 
for use in research, and all property previously or in the future granted 
for research purposes to any institution of the Department of Agriculture 
and Food engaged in research, is vested in the Institute, subject to 
any trust affecting the same. 


AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES ACT, R.«SeO. 1960, c. ll. Amendment, S.O. 1961-62, 
(on 2 


This Act outlines the method of organizing an agricultural society 
and deals with such matters as election of directors and officers, 
membership and voting, fees, annual meetings, financial statements, annual 
returns to the Superintendent of Agricultural Societies, powers of the 
board of directors, and the right to acquire sites for fairs and exhibitions. 
Provision is made for provincial grants to societies, and municipal councils 
may also make grants. The objectsof agricultural societies are to 
encourage interest, promote improvements in and advance the standards of 
agriculture, domestic industry and rural life by surveying and studying 
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agricultural and living conditions and assisting in solving the rural 
economic and social problems of their districts; holding agricultural 
exhibitions, and awarding premiums, holding public meetings and demonstra- 
tions; acting to eradicate poisonous and noxious insects, weeds, animal 
parasites and diseases; promoting reforestation and rural beautification, 
and encouraging young people to adopt better agricultural and domestic 
practices. 


HORTICULTURAL SOCIETIES ACT, R-S.O. 19605 Ce 175. Amendment, S.O. 1961-62, 
Gia Al ee 


The mode of organizing horticultural societies is set fOruyr 1H 
this Act and the method of electing officers, preparing financial 
statements, entitlement to membership, holding of the annual meeting and 
similar matters. The object of a society is to encourage interest and 
improvement in horticulture by holding meetings for instruction and 
discussion; encouraging the improvement of home and public grounds by 
planting trees, shrubs and flowers; interesting juveniles and others 
by means of contests and competitions; holding exhibitions and awarding 
premiums for the production of vegetables, plants, flowers, fruits; 
trees and shrubs; distributing seeds, plants, bulbs, flowers, trees and 
shrubs, and promoting the circulation of horticultural periodicals. 


MUNICIPAL ACT, R«S-O- 1960, cs 249. Amendments, S.O. 1960-61, c. 593 
1961-62, ce 863 1962-63, ce 873 1964, ce 68; 1965, ce 773 1966, ce 93- 


Section 296 of this Act permits a township council to levy a special 
rate not exceeding one-half of one mill, upon the ratepayers of the 
township who are assessed as farmers, as the annual membership fees of 
such persons in the Ontario Federation of Agriculture. This rate may be 
varied subject to the approval of the Department of Municipal Affairs, 
but not so as to exceed one-half of one mill. A person may, within 30 
days of delivery of an assessment notice, object to the assessment by 
notifying the assessor in writing, whereupon the assessor must strike 
the person's name from the assessment roll insofar as it applies to this 
special rate. 


Authority is given to improvement districts to acquire and hold 
land within their districts for development purposes; to survey, clear, 
grade and subdivide such land; to undertake on such land any work; 
project, scheme or act of a kind that may be undertaken by a municipality3 
to sell, lease or otherwise dispose of such land, and to borrow money 
upon debentures for any of these purposes. By-laws may also be passed 
by township councils providing for grants to the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (if a by-law under Section 296 is not in force in the 
township), and to farm organizations or agricultural commodity groups. 


The annual dues of members of any farm organization approved by the 
Minister of Agriculture and Food may be entered in the tax collector's 
roll and collected in the same manner as taxes. This applies only where 
the annual dues for all members of the organization are uniforme Such 
dues do not form a charge upon land and are subject to a penalty for 
non-payment. 
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Persons who are not permitted to vote on money by~laws include 
tenants (other than those whose leases extend at least over the term 
of the liability to be created and who pay all municipal property taxes 
other than local improvement rates); farmers' sons; farmer's daughter 
or sister, and the wife or husband of the person rated or entitled to 
be rated for land. 


Any person operating agricultural machinery, other than motor 
vehicles, while engaged in agricultural work on farm land May purchase 
marked diesel fuel exempt from tax.

RESEARCH FOUNDATION ACT, S.O. 1944, c. 53. Amendments, S.O. TBs Gata as 
1960*61, ce. 893 1962-63, c. 126. 


The Ontario Research Foundation is a body corporate with the 
object of carrying on research, studies and investigation particularly 
concerning the conservation, development and utilization of the natural 
resources of the Province, the development and utilization of the by- 
products of processes using the mineral, timber or other resources of 
the Province, the development and improvement of methods of agricultural 
industry and the betterment, welfare and progress of farm life, the 
mitigation and aboliton of disease in animal or vegetable life, the 
control and destruction of insect or parasitic pests, and the improvement 
and development of industrial materials,products and techniques. 


The Foundation is required, after the close of each fiscal year, 
to submit an annual report and financial statement to the provincial 
governmente 


UNIVERSITY OF GUELPH ACT, S.O. 1964, c. 120. Amendment, S.O. 1965, c. 136. 


This Act created the University of Guelph as a body corporate. 
From July 1, 1964, the Federated Colleges of the Department of Agriculture 
and Food, comprising the Ontario Agricultural College, the Ontario 
Veterinary College and the Macdonald Institute, were federated with the 
University. The Senate of the University includes the heads of academic 
departments within these four organizations and two members from the 
teaching staff of every faculty and school of the University and of 
every college affiliated or federated with it. Responsibility is given 
to the Senate for all matters relating to the educational policy of the 
University including determination of the courses of study and the 
conferment of degrees and diplomas. 
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CO-OPERATIVES 


CONSOLIDATED CHEESE FACTORIES ACT, R.S.O- 1960, ce 636 


Loans may be granted by the Minister of Agriculture and Food, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, to any co-operative 
company formed by milk producers in any part of Ontario who desire to erect 
a consolidated cheese facto1y to take the place of two or more smaller 
dairy plants, and who have agreed to supply annually 3 million pounds of 
milk to the factory. 


Such loans may be made out of moneys appropriated for the purpose 
by the Legislature, shall be secured by a first mortgage on the property 
in respect of which they are made, shall not be for an amount in excess 
of 80 per cent of the value of such property, and shall carry an interest 
rate of 5 per cent per annume 


To form a co-operative company under this Act; the members are 
required to pay 20 per cent of the par value of the stock at the time 
of subscription, with the balance deducted from the value of the milk 
delivered at the factory at a rate of not less than 3 per cent nor more 
than 5 per cent, until the stock is fully paid up. 


CO-OPERATIVE LOANS ACT, RsSeO- 1960, co 67¢ Amendments, S.O. 1961-62 5 
Ce 193 1962-63, ce 233 1966, Co 26. 


Associations eligible for loans under this Act are limited to 
co-operative corporations of producers of farm products, which have been 
incorporated for the purpose of grading, cleaning, packing, storing, 
drying, processing or marketing farm products. The Act may be extended 
to other corporations in order to provide producers of farm products with 
cold storage facilities, if more than 50 per cent of the issued shares of 
the capital stock of these companies is held by such producers. 


The Act established "The Co-operative Loans Board of Ontario" to 
which an association must apply for a loane The Board is to be compogéed 
of three public servants appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 
When a satisfactory agreement is drawn up between the association and 
the Minister of Agriculture and Food, the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may grant a loan up to an amount not exceeding 50 per cent of the value 
of the real property of the association, but in no case should a loan 
bring the association's total indebtedness to more than $100,000. 
Security requirements for, and repayment conditions of, a co=operative 
loan are outlined in the Act. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council may also guarantee the payment 
of any loans and interest thereon made to a co-operative association 
and, in addition, may make various regulations under this Act.

Sections 123 to 141 of this Act apply to the incorporation of 
Co-operative companies. They deal with their share Capital, borrowing 
powers, qualifications of directors, distribution of surplus, patronage 
returns, distribution of property on dissolution, by-laws and statutory 
duties.

The following corporations in Ontario are exempt from the payment 
of income tax: 


(1) An agricultural Organization, no part of the income of 
which is available for the personal use of any 
proprietor, member or shareholder. 


(2) A credit union or co-operative credit society where the 
business is carried on in Ontario and the revenue comes 
primarily from loans to Ontario members, dividends from 
government bonds or loans to a parent co-operative 
credit society. This also applies to credit unions 
whose members are corporations or associations 
Organized as credit unions. 


Other co-operative companies which commenced business on or after 
January 1,1947 are exempted from income tax for the first three fiscal 
years of their operation. This exemption does not, however, apply to a 
co-operative corporation whose business is a continuation of a previous 
business in which a substantial number of its members had a substantial 
interest. 


The Act also outlines the basis of calculation to determine the 
amount of taxable paid-up capital of a corporation operating grain 
elevators that may be deemed to have been used in a fiscal year ina 
jurisdiction outside Ontario. 


All co-operative corporations are exempted from the general capital 
tax for the province. Deductions from taxable income allowed to co- 
operative associations include patronage dividends and provincial grants 
(where such grants are not fixed by reference to goods purchased or 
sold, or services rendered). 
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CREDIT UNIONS 


CREDIT UNIONS ACT, R.S.O. 1960, c- 79- Amendments, SO. 1960-61, c. 163 
1964, 0¢e L452 1966.5) Ce 33% 


Provision is made in this Act for the incorporation of credit 
unions having for their purpose the receiving of moneys on deposit from 
members and as payment for share:, making loans to members with or 
without security for provident and productive purposes} making loans to 
other credit unions and depositing money in, making loans to and 
investing money in a league of credit unions. The Act deals with the 
method of incorporation of credit unions, their powers and bylaws, 
the creation of their capital, voting rights of members, limits to lending, 
investment of funds, borrowing powers, financial statements, method and 
purposes of incorporating a league of 10 or more credit unions and of 
assessing credit unions therefor, method of dissolving credit unions and 
similar matters. 


Authorization is also given for an examination by a credit union 
league into the affairs of any member union. Where such an examination 
indicates that the assets are shown as being greater than their true 
value, the records are inadequate or there is improper management of the 
union, the supervisor of credit unions shall be notified immediately. 


The word "Limited" or "Limitée" must be the last word of the name 
of every credit union. 
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
